Au Extra& of a Letter from a Volunteer Surgeon in the 
Duke’s Army, dated at Clifton, Dec. 21. 

On Wednefday Morning the Duke marched out of 
Kendal at the Head of the Horfe; the Foordid notcome 
into Kendal till 3 on Tharfday Morning,having marched 
that Day 43 Miles, which is the greateft March ever 
known ; and next Day gotto Penrith, which is 25 Miles 
more; they were in bign - a and faid they were able 
and willing to go go next Day. As the Horfe was co- 
ming off Clifton Moor into the Town,our Huflars and 
Rangers engaged ull the Rebel Huflars, who were head- 
éd by oneCapt. Hamilton, that was a Writer in Edin- 
btirgh, and had a Paternal Eltate of 300 1. a Year, a ve~-: 
ry bold Fellow; he was cut down and taken by one of” 
the Duke’s Huaffars, after a ftout Refiftance; there is al- 
foa common Hoffar taken by one of Oglethorpe’s Ran- 
gers, who is a Mancheiter Man; but what he was he 
will not tell. This was at three in the Afternoon; by 
four,the Duke’s Van-Guard marched to take this Town; 
when .they had marched so00 Yards they were fired at 
from all the Hedges, fome Houfis, and behind their 
Stone Walls, by avout sco Rebels. The Aion lafted 
an Hour and an Half. The killed on our Side were, 6 
of Bland’s, three of Cobham’s, and one of Lord Mark 
Ker’s, all common Men; wounded 21 common Men, 
and four Officers of Blana’s, viz. Col Honeywood, 
wounded very much in his Head; Capt. Ealt, a large 
Woundin his Neck, and fome omhis Head, both left 
for dead inthe Field, a Cornet, and a Volunteer almoft 
cutto Pieces. On the Rebels Side, five left killed of the 
Spot; and I hear that thirty or forty of the Rebels Bodies 
were found in the River Lowther, a Mile from the Vield, 
in their Way to Penrith. Thole of ours who were kil- 
ed with their Swords were cut to Pieces, as are our 
wounded. I hall get them to-dayto Appleby, where 
Jam quartered, and have the, Care of thein. This 
Morning the Army marched at 4 o’Clock from Penrith 
in three Columns, the Foot in the Centre, and the Duke 
at their Head, with ten Pieces af Cannon. | expeétthere 
will be a bloody Aétion this Night ov To-morrow; ‘for 
we believe the Rebels cannot get over the Esk. I thall 
let you know further the next Opportunity ; but the Poft 
is jult going out.
